He served in China 16 years, 
from Harbin in Manchuria to 
Shanghai, and was transferred to 
Berlin in time to watch the Nazi 
party reach the height of its 
power and begin its era of con- 
quest. 

Then he went to London, to 
serve in the England of appease- 
ment days. 

He has an unbounded faith that | 
things will work out, that na- 
tions will reach understandings 
and accords based on mutual trust 
and friendship—and he thinks an 
example of this is the way the’ 
good neighbor policy has work-| 
ed out in South America. 

“The good neighbor policy,” he 
says, is beginning to bear fruit. 
The people of South America are 
beginning to believe that we hon- 
estly do mean to work with them 
on a basis of mutual help and un- 
derstanding. And most of them, 
at least, have come around to the 
point of view that it is better to 
place their trust in Uncle Sam 
than in Hitler’s Germany, though 
they have been bound by many 
economic ties to that country and 
to Europe as a whole.”

MOSCOW, Dec. 16.—(4’)—Three 
of Russia’s most famous cultural 
shrines the home of Author 
Count Leo Nikolayevich Tolstoy, 
the cottage where Dramatist An- 
ton Pavlovich Chekhov lived, and 
a museum to the memory of Com- 
poser Peter Ilich Tschaikovsky— 
have been laid waste by the Ger- 
man armies, according to a dis- 
patch to the newspaper Pravda 
broadcast today by the Moscow 
radio.

MANILA, Wednesday, Dec. 17.— (AP)—Several 
American pilots previously believed lost during operations 
in north central Luzon have returned safely to their units, 
it was reported reliably today. .

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Knox Reports 

The hand of Frank Knox the newspaperman 
is clearly evident in the report of Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox on what happened at 
Pearl Harbor on Sunday, December 7. That story 
is one of the finest pieces of reporting the war 
has produced since its beginning in 1939. 

It makes dramatic reading. It is the story 
of heroic men who, by their resourceful courage 
redeemed honor out of a chaos caused by 
failure, somewhere. It is a repetition of many 
similar annals of the fighting men of the 
English-speaking races. It recalls that famous 
charge of the light brigade at Balaklava which 
still thrills brave men everywhere, despite the 
tragedy because “someone had blundered.,” 

Someone blundered in_ over-confidence 
before the Japs attacked Hawaii. Reports 
Secretary Knox, our Navy “was not on the 
alert.” But the saga of courage shown by the 
men of the fleet, officers and enlisted personnel 
alike, will stand in the archives of America 
side by side with the story of Custer and his 
men, of the “Lost Battalion” in the first World 
War, of the Marines at Cantigny, of the Alamo. 

Losses in ships were heavy, but not so heavy 
as rumors had led us to fear. Losses in men 
were fearful and it will take much for the Japs 
to pay the price of those deaths in full. But, 
never doubt, they shall pay in full. 

The Pacific fleet is, even now, scouring the 
ocean, seeking to come to grips with the 
Japanese fleet and exact a part of that pay- 
ment. 

It is well that Secretary Knox went to 
Hawaii. It is well that he has told the American 
public, frankly and fully, the exact extent of 
our losses in those fearful minutes that saw 
.war come, in all its viclous horror, upon us. 
But it is better that he was able to report, 
- too, the saga of American heroism that did so 
much to atone for the initial fault. It is well 
that we know, now, American men, American 
boys, were able to show the world that our 
proud confidence in the stuff of which Ameri- 
cans are made was more than justified. 

They have given to America something very 
creat, those men who died at Pearl Harbor. 
For they have given to us the assurance that 
the heritage of our fathers is still alive, that 
the fighting quality of the young men of today 
is worthy to stand in the records of time side 
by side with the fighting quality of Americans

Wise Delay 

It is well that Army authorities have ruled 
there shal] be no trial blackouts in the Atlanta 
area until ordered by Brigadier General Clar- 
ence Tinker, commander of the Third Inter- 
ceptor Command, at Tampa, Fla. 

This city is not ready for any such tests, nor 
will it be ready for some time. An effective 
blackout cannot be staged without careful and 
painstaking preparation. To attempt one before 
that preparation is, at least, well along, is but 
to invite failure and discouragement. 

In the meantime there must be no slackening 
of the work of organizing those units of civilian 
defense which will be directly charged with 
operation of the blackout when the proper 

ime comes. 

City council has put teeth in the law to 
enforce blackout regulations. Violators will be 
subject to heavy penalties which, if the air raid 
danger becomes imminent will, in all certainty, 
be fully invoked. 

Atlantans are registering, at Civilian Defense 
headquarters, 246 Peachtree street, for volun- 
teer service. From these registrations will be 
drawn the air raid wardens and other personnel 
which will be needed for the blackout organ- 
ization. 

Training is beginning in the technique of 
fighting incendiary fires and raid caused con- 
fiagrations, for all firemen of Atlanta and 
vicinity. Soon the auxiliary firemen who will 
be recruited will receive the same training. 
And. when selection of raid wardens is complete, 
they, will have to be instructed in their 
cuties.

The Crucial Point — 

The keystone of the battle of the Pacific, 
now raging, is Singapore. While Singapore 
holds, the Japanese and all the Axis cannot 
stop the flow of vital war materials from the 
east to the United States and Britain. 

If Singapore falls, the routes of supply, not 
only of these materials to us, but of our aid to 
China, become either impossible or so diffi- 
cult as to be practically so. 

American eyes are, naturally, turned chiefly 

toward the Philippines, where our own. forces 
are keeping the Japanese attackers at bay. 
Too, we wait, anxiously, for word of. further 
attack against Hawaii, against Pearl Harbor. 
But it must not be forgotten that, in the 
larger strategy, loss of either of these places 
would be far less serious than loss of Singa- 
pore. : 
The Japanese assault on Pearl Harbor was, 
in all probability, staged not only for morale 
effect upon America as a whole, but also in 
an attempt to make impossible any United 
States naval or air reinforcements for the Brit- 
ish defenders of Singapore, 

That the Jap strategy, in greater or less de- 
gree, was successful, we know. Just what de- 
struction and damage they wrought at Pearl 
Harbor we have not yet been told. That they 
did damage some of our fleet units there 1s, 
however, accepted fact. 

The sinking of the British ships, Prince of 
Wales and Repulse, was a serious blow. Now 
the Japanese, because of the quick surrender 
of Thailand, have been able to penetrate north- 
ern Malaya and to establish sufficient foothold 
to place an air base there. The usefulness 
of such a base will be shown by intensified 
air raids on Singapore. 

But it will not be an easy campaign the 
Japs have set for themselves. They must first 
of all advance over some 200 miles of the worst 
possible terrain. This is the thickly forested, 
swampy tropical land of Malaya. That the 
British will stubbornly oppose every foot, every 
inch of such an advance, goes without saying. 

Even when they have reached the outer 
works of the Singapore stronghold, however, 
their task is but begun. It is one of the most 
strongly fortified places in the world, Un- 
doubtedly those fortifications have been mode 
ernized and strengthened since the war began. 

If the British can halt the Japanese advance 
down the Malay peninsula, or even if they can 
only slow it sufficiently, air reinforcements 
should arrive before the final struggle for the 
place itself begins. Possibly there will, too, be 
some naval reinforcements, though it is not 
known whether either Britain or America can 
spare any of their fleet units from the Atlantic. 

If, however, General MacArthur in the Phil- 
ippines can succeed in keeping large portions 
of the Japanese armed forces busy around Lu- 
zon and Manila, if Pearl Harbor forces can 
ravage Japanese communication lines, Singa- 
pore should be able to hold out indefinitely. 

The sinking, during the past few days, of 
Japanese transports bound for Malaya is en- 
couraging. For it may presage failure of the 


Malay campaign.

WE KNOW NOW THE ENEMY’S NATURE. 
(From the Moultrie Observer.) 

It is useless to’ discount the heavy losses 
sustained by the American navy and our air 
forces in the Pacific in the first attack by Japan. 
It was a telling blow. We needed every capital 
ship for open sea fighting and for strategy. With 
a war in two oceans we needed every ship we 
possessed and more.

dent a man of Mr, necoaudlt’s mental attainments, his keen fore- 
sight, calm efficiency, and capacity for indefatigable labor, 

Never before in the nation’s history was it more important to 
have someone in the White House with these combined qualities. 
In pondering the character of the war President who will direct 
the nation’s affairs in its latest and greatest crisis, the country 
may take assurance from the fact that Mr. Roosevelt has a back- 
ground of experience and a type of mind that seems perfectly suited 

to the heavy responsibilities that rest on his shoulders. 
There need be no public anxiety 


KNOWS THE MACHINE 
over his ability to absorb the tre- 


mendous problems that lie ahead. Eight years in the White House 
have given him a clear and more comprehensive grasp of our huge 
governmental machine than any public figure in history. He knows 
the inner workings of the machine to its smallest wheel. 
Correspondents who have attended White House press confer- 
ences under several past administrations are constantly amazed at 
Mr. Roosevelt’s wide knowledge of governmental affairs. He seems 
to be familiar with what is going on in the most obscure bureau 
or agency. He maintains more personal contact and knows more 
bureau chiefs by their first names than possibly any three of his 
predecessors combined. More than that, he takes a genuine per- 
sonal interest in what is going on within the government. 
Running the government is some-

thing more than a profession or 


vocation with Mr. Roosevelt; it is also his chief hobby. An invalid 
who is denied the usual diversions of normal men, he amuses him- 
self with work and endless conferences with officials. No other 
occupant of the White House ahead of him troubled to read so 
many long government reports. He not only reads them, but he 
digests them in minute detail. He once confided to us at a press 
conference that he personally goes over no less than 50 such reports 
annually, 

On the large secretariat surrounding him he relies for even more 
extensive information. Special digests are regularly prepared on a 
multitude of activities and problems. From personal conferences 
with a vast array of people in and outside the government, he 
develops further information. Out of his long éxperience as a gov- 
ernmental executive he has mastered the technique of quickly sap- 
ping a person of the cream of information he has to offer. Once 
he has obtained this, he shows an obvious lack of interest in the 
conversation, which is the signal for the conference to end. He 
has a way of asking pointed questions that get immediately to the 


core of the subject. 

HIS MEMORY — The one quality that stands out in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s mental attainments and enables him to 

keep such a complete grasp on things is his colossal memory. Like 

an elephant, he never forgets anything. : 

Correspondents have been impressed with this capacity for re- 
taining information many, many times. Back during the days of 
the Spanish civil war, someone asked him at a press conference 
whether cabled reports were true that the United States had ordered 
its naval units out of Spanish waters, where they had been sent 
to protect American interests. Mr. Roosevelt replied in a manner 
to indicate that this was the first he had heard of the matter. Then, 
as an afterthought, he proceeded to tell us exactly. where every 
battleship and destroyer was located. The destroyer X, for example, 
was 100 miles from the Azores, He knew the name of every ship 
and precisely where it was stationed, in what direction it was 
cruising. 

It is doubtful whether anyone in the Navy Department remem- 
bered the detail of fleet movements better than he. The President 
reeled the information off as though he had a prepared memo be- 
fore him, 

Such an all-absorbing and retentive memory enables the Presi- 
dent to keep abreast of what is going’ on. Without it he never 
would be able to function so efficiently, make the hasty decisions 
he is called upon to form, or apply himself to so many tasks. 


KNOWS NAZIS But what the former critics are now admitting 
also is that the President, from the beginning, 
has had a better grasp of the Nazi war pattern than anyone else 
in the country. He has felt from the start that it was inevitable 
the United States would, sooner or later, be drawn into the con- 
flict. By degrees he has launched the country on its greatest de- 
fense program in history. Before the sudden surprise blow was 
struck by Japan, congress, at his instigation, had appropriated some 
$67,000,000,000 for defense in one way or another. 
If the war had caught us without these funds in course of 
execution, our plight might have been beyond redemption. 


CAN MATCH AXIS CUNNING Finally, as Westbrook Peg- 

ler has pointed out in one of 
his recent apologies for past condemnation of some of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s traits, we have a war President who is capable of dealing 
with the Axis dictators on their own plane of cunning. He is as 
keen a student of human psychology as any public figure in the 
world today. ; 

Before this war is over he will probably have Hitler, Mussolini 
and the puppet Japanese premier screaming at each other. Ina 
war of nerves, such as the clowning dictators have been carrying 
on, Roosevelt will probably make them out rank amateurs. 


HEALTH IS GOOD As to the President’s health, he seems 


in fine fettle. More than anyone else 
in the government, he has maintained an outward calm since the 
crisis broke that bespeaks his firm confidence in the ultimate out- 
come of events. He was more than a little disappointed over the 
way the Navy, his personal pride and joy, was caught napping at 
Pearl Harbor, but those close to him say it has only caused him 
to stick his chin out a little farther.

Congress, which listened to Bennett Clark and Nye and Wheeler, 
and said that fortifying Guam would be like putting a knife at the 
throat of Japan, will investigate the failure to be ready for attack. 

Congress, which refused to vote $1,000,000 of $3,000,000 re- 
quested for general improvement of defenses in the Pacific, will 
investigate the command at Pearl Harbor which did not anticipate 
a Japanese attack in which almost 3,000 men were killed. 

Congress, which refused to vote all the naval appropriations 
asked six years ago, will investigate someone for not being on 
the job. 

Congress, which termed the three defeats of the bill to fortify 
Guam, Wake Island and Midway Island, “the most certain move 
in behalf of peace in a decade,” will investigate the failure to 
anticipate the attack which cost six ships and about 3,000 lives. 

That congress should solemnly go about this investigation is, 
I assume, routine, yet touched with tremendous irony and pos- 
sesses something of hard laughter in it. 

The Phillippines are under almost constant attack, which they 
would not be had we fortified Guam. Singapore is in danger, 
which danger would be lessened were we at Guam in force.

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Clubs Can Settle a Dispute, But 
Sensible Men Prefer Civil Courts 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Strikes in defense plants made labor unpopular, and the result 
was a nation-wide demand for some kind of law to prevent strikes 
while the nation is in danger. “It isn't right,” people said, “to let 
defense workers quit while defense soldiers are forced to stay 
on the job. Workers shouldn't be allowed to stop production that 
is vital to our safety.” 

That reaction was natural and should have been expected. But 
no matter how just and reasanable it may seem, it doesn’t make 
sense. ° 

Hitler has found a way to make people work. Give them a 
choice between working and starving, and shoot. those who delib- 
erately do poor work or, malinger, But free men jealous of their 
_— cannot be regimented by force while the nation is legally 
at peace. 

It is not fair to draft men for the Army and not draft others for 
the factory, but the practice is sanctioned by custom and the pub- 
lic is reconciled to it. The question is not what should be done, 
but what can be done; and what can be done is determined by 
the fact that men drafted as soldiers serve without rebellion, and 
workers would not. It is easy to say that a little force would tame 
them, but nation-wide rioting wouldn't help our situation. 

What is done must be’ done willingly. 

The only civilized way to settle disputes is by arbitration. Sav- 
age men settled their differences by using weapons; modern men 
go to court and accept the decision of judge or jury. Our nation 
has been party to several disputes: that were settled by arbiters, 
We might have won by going to war, but arbitration was cheaper 
and more decent. 

There is no alternative to arbitration except trial by force, 
When labor leaders profess to hate the idea of compulsory arbi- 
tration, they mean something else. They are willing enough to 
arbitrate. What they resent is the idea of being forced to abide 
by a decision that goes against them. They say, in effect: “We 
can win by force, right or wrong; but arbiters might decide against 
us, if we were-unreasonable, and we can't take that risk.” 

But public opinion is the final arbiter in a free land, and soon 
or late it will require arbitration of labor disputes, We can’t hope 
to stop the use of force in solving international problems while

The Farm Security Administra- 
tion, pressing a campaign to ob- 
tain longer leases, with an ideal 
standard of 10 years’ tenure for 
the individual farmer, is able to 
report to you today the consum- 
mation of two leases for 99 years 
to co-operative farming  associa- 
tions under its supervision, and 
at least 10 40-year leases. To my 
knowledge, nothing like this has 
ever been arranged as to farm 
lands elsewhere in the United 
States: and it seems that -some- 
thing like a new era in farm 
tenure standards has been started 
thereby—and in the south, at 
that, where tenure conditions gen- 
erally are regarded as the worst. 

The leases for 99 years are in 
Greene county, Alabama. The 40- 
year leases are in Alabama and 
South Carolina. Others will be 
sought in Georgia and Florida. 
It is. to me, thrilling to surmise 
what this arrangement means, as 
to the possibility of building lands, 
creating independence, promoting 
community ties and citizenship., 
linking the little fellow to endur- 
ingt ties of school, church and 
neighborhood. If the co-operative 
enterprises made possible by the 
long leases prove to be the success 
that we confidently expect, we 
may draw upon a roseate imagina- 
tion to picture the benefits that 
may be built generally upon the 
experience. 

In the connection, a word about 
FSA co-operatives. They defi- 
nitely do not involve regimenta- 
tion or levelling of ability or re- 
ward. They are organized for the 
development of adeauate power to 
lease, to buy, to sell as a group; 
but operatives within the frame- 
work assure proper rewards for 
industry, initiative and thrift.

“UTTERLY DEFENSELESS.” 

In going over some of the re- 
cent mail from Europe, I find two 
very powerful and timely sermons, 
one by the Roman Catholic Bish- 
op of Munster, Westphalia, Ger- 
many; the other by the Lord Bish- 
op of London. Let me take the 
Bishop of Munster today, and the 
Bishop of London tomorrow. 

This sermon by Bishop Clemens 
August was preached in St. Lam- 
bert’s church, Munster, on July 13, 
1941, a few days after the RAF 
had severely bombed Munster. 
After expressing his sympathy 
with those who had suffered in 
the raid, the Bishop proceeded:
